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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendments 

1 . The examiner has acknowledged the amendment made to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claim 1, prior art fails to show alone or in combination that a method for protecting 
high layer service in a multi-layer communication equipment; the method comprising mainly the 
following steps: 1) when the high layer module detecting that it is encountering a trouble, it will 
inform a lower layer module and 2) when the low layer module detecting that high layer 
encountering the trouble, a lower layer transmission passage between the low layer module and 
the high layer modules is broken and the low layer module connects the broken passage to set up 
a bypass without checking whether the lower layer processing module encounters a trouble. It is 
noted that the closest prior art, Shiragaki, U.S. Publication No. 2002/0162045 discloses a similar 
multi-layer protecting system. However, Shiragaki fails to disclose or render obvious the above 
limitations as claimed.
